In order to afford the excursigniats
every opportunity to make the best use
of their time a special car was placed at
their disposal, with orders to slop at
-every point along the route whers the
party might leel disposed to get off and
examine into the resources of the locality
Tor business. Accordingly s number of
Atops were made along the line, mostly at
the conl mines, and in this way the ex-
cursionists liad & tolerably falr chance to
form some iden of what might Le ex-
pected in case the rond should be finished
through to the Ohio river,

The wain business of the Tuscarnwas
road in now derived from the coal mines
along the ronte, Eighty per cent of
revenues huve thus far come from the
carrying of coal,
navigation n large buainess v done in
delivering coal at Black River for whip-
ment to Detroit and Milwaukee, and
other parts along the chain of lakes ne-
ceanible from that point. At this season
of the year three coul truins, 35 cars 1o
the train, pass over the rond 1o Elyria
and Cleveland, for the delivery of conl to
the Lake Shore road and to private par-
ties, Theso long teaing are hauled with
us much apparent ense as traing of hall
their length on the Cleveland & DPitts-
burgh road, owing to the long grades of
the line. In nddition to these coal tealos
about thirty ears of local miscellaneons
freight are delivered over the line, each
way,every day, and two passenger trnins
areran from each end of the line, The
whole earnings of the Yne during the
last ix montha of 1870 averaged $15,-
000 per month, of which $10,000 were
from passengers and 595,000 from (reight,
The necessary expenses were 54 per cent
ol these receipts.

It only needs an inspection of the road
to see that it i aw yel an incomplete line,
It hins, for instance, at ile northern ter-
minus, one of the best harbiors on Lalke
Erie—~a harbor fitted up in very com-
plete style at great expense, and oxelu-
wively controlled by the rowd, from
which, when tie line reschies thia civy, it
must do a large business in the way of
receiving ore for the Olio river lurnnces,
andd alao in the wey of incrensel ship-
wents of enal from the Wheeling Creek
Valiey mines. These conl traing to the
Black Hiver will bting back Lake Su-
perior ore, amd thus be o double sourey
of profit us compared with the present
neceasity of running them empty one
way. They ean carry ore muel cheaper
than it is now brought here; and make
money forthe road and 47 tie man
turers, and thus become n great recipro-
cal bleasing,

We might write at length iu regard to
the visitof the Wheeling nod Bridgeport
excuraionista over the Tuscarawns roml,
were It necessary to do so In order to
convey to our readers o proper under-
atanding of the relationn of the road to
the business of thia city and of our neigh-
bors across the river.
